The Air Fran ce office in Fran k­ 
fu rt iden tified the wou n ded as 
Mrs. Irmgard Nebel, Fran kfu rt, 
hit in the abdomen , an d Walter 
Ku rth, Bad Hombu rg, wou n ded in 
tfy e arm an d thigh. They were 
taken to hospitals. 
Allied officials in Bon n at on ce 
temporarily can celed all flights of 
allied civ il aircraft in to Berlin . 
After a few hou rs, howev er, 
Pan American an d British Air­ 
way s resu med their flights. On ly 
Air Fran ce can celed all flights u n ­ 
til tomorrow. ' 
Made Fou r ‘Passes* 
The pilot of the attacked plan e 
said the two jet fighters made 
fou r “passes” at his ship as he 
was fly in g precisely in the cen ter 
of the air corridor reserv ed for 
western traffic to Berlin ov er the 
Sov iet zon e. The fighters u n loaded 
bu rsts of machin egu n an d can n on 
fire, he said. 
TTie co-pilot an d steward were 
n icked by bu llets an d their cloth­ 
in g was torn , bu t their in ju ries 
were on ly su perfiscial. 
Mrs. Nebel, the most seriou sly 
wou n ded, u n derwen t an operation 
an d phy sician s remov ed fragmen ts 
of 20-millimeter ammu n ition from 
her abdomen . 
Was Complete Su rprise 
“The attack was a complete 
su rprise,” said the pilot, 
“bu t 
there was n o pan ic amon g the 
passen gers.” 
The U. S. High Commission said 
an official protest had been made 
to the Ru ssian s at the fou r-power 
air traffic con trol cen ter in Berlin . 
Air Fran ce said there was a 
total of 11 passen gers on the 
plan e, n on e of them American . 
The aircraft, a fou r-en gin e DC-4 
was on its regu lar ru n from 
Fran kfu rt to Berlin throu gh the 
air* corridor established by fou r 
power agreemen t. 
Air Fran ce said the attack oc­ 
cu rred abou t 9 0 miles sou theast of 
Berlin , ov er the v illage of Koen - 
n ern , n ear Eisleben in the Ru ssian 
Zon e.

She 
carried the min esweeper’s 6 1 su r­ 
v iv ors, some of them in ju red seri­ 
ou sly . 
Trav elin g eight to ten kn ots, 
the carrier was ex pected to reach 
Brookly n Nav y Yard for repairs 
Friday or Satu rday . 
The origin al list of 176 missin g 
in the tragedy was redu ced by 
two when two sailors whose n ames 
appeared on it tu rn ed u p safe. 
TTiey had missed their ship’s last 
v oy age—on e man bein g home on 
leav e, the other in a n av al hospi­ 
tal. No casu alties were reported 
aboard the Wasp.

Nu n an was said by committee 
in v estigators to hav e twice ov er­ 
ru led recommen dation s of the al­ 
cohol tax u n it in 19 44 again st li­ 
cen sin g Applebau m to do bu sin ess. 
Hired by Appleba um 
Olson , Nu n an ’s assistan t when 
Nu n an was rev en u e collector in 
Brookly n before becomin g com­ 
mission er, was then hired by Ap­ 
plebau m to “take care” of the al­ 
cohol tax u n it. 
Olson receiv ed 
n early $100,000 for his serv ices in 
19 45 an d 19 46 . 
In 19 47, Nu n an appoin ted Olson 
su perv isor of the alcohol tax u n it 
in New York. 
Chairman Kin g (D.-Calif.) said 
the committee wan ted to kn ow

Why He Went to Wo rk 
Kin g said the committee also 
was in terested in why Olson , “a 
close frien d of Mr. Nu n an ,” a few 
weeks after the gran tin g of the 
secon d permit wen t to work for 
Applebau m althou gh he “had n o 
prev iou s ex perien ce in the win e 
bu sin ess.” 
The su bcommittee is checkin g 
in to sou rces of $16 1,6 09 , traced to 
Nu n an ’s accou n ts between 19 45 
an d 19 50, which has n ot appeared 
on Nu n an ’s in come tax retu rn s. 
Applebau m told the committee 
y esterday he had kn own Nu n an 
on a first-n ame basis for some 
y ears, bu t Nu n an “n ev er did an y ­ 
thin g for me.” 
Applebau m related bitterly that 
the Alcohol Tax Un it (ATU) had 
“persecu ted” him for reason s he 
n ev er u n derstood, an d in 19 43 
forced him ou t of the win e bu si­ 
n ess by refu sin g him an alcohol 
tax permit. 
He said he asked Nu n an to 
“in tercede” for him an d allow him 
to get back in to bu sin ess in 19 44. 
Applebau m said u n der the law 
he was en titled, an y way , to get 
back in to bu sin ess as a min ority 
in terest-holder in an established 
firm withou t ATU approv al. 
It was “n o fav or” on Nu n an ’s 
part that the compan y in which 
he held a min ority in terest was 
gran ted permits, Applebau m con ­ 
ten ded. The fact that Nu n an ov er­ 
ru led ATU permit tu rn -down s was 
n ews to him u n til last fall when 
Nu n an told him abou t it, he said. 
Applebau m told the committee 
y esterday he hired Olson at a 
startin g salary of $500 a week to 
“take care of the Alcohol Tax 
Un it which . . . persecu ted u s.”

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RIDDLE OF U. S. INCONSISTENCY 
Three events in recent days must have 
left the people of certain backward and 
poverty-ridden areas of the world a little 
puzzled as to what’s going on under Uncle 
Sam’s tall gray hat. 
President Truman took occasion to praise 
the work of this country’s Point Four pro­ 
gram of aid to underprivileged countries. 
Point Four, based on the principle of help­ 
ing others to help themselves — agricul­ 
turally, industrially, and educationally — is 
one of this country’s strongest forces in com­ 
batting the inroads of communism among 
peoples most susceptible to it. 
Much of the work of the program has 
been concentrated in those countries from 
the Mediterranean eastward to the Pacific, 
along Russia’s southern border. Reports 
from these areas indicate the program is 
having its effect, both from the simple hu­ 
mane standpoint and from the standpoint of 
winning us friends where we most need them. 
And successful giving being somehow the 
difficult task it is—for even the neediest look 
often with ill favor upon their benefactor— 
the reaction to our aid is heartening. 
But no sooner had the President spoken 
in praise of this laudable program than the 
United States lowered the boom on Tunisia 
in that North African country’s fight for 
independence from the French. 
It happen when this country declined to 
vote either way on whether the French- 
Tunisian question should be brbught before 
the United Nations Security Council for 
discussion. 
The Pakistan delegate, president of the 
Security Council and spokesman for the 
Asian-African group which sponsored Tu­ 
nisia’s case, said the date would go down in 
history “ as the day when the foundations 
were laid for the suppression of free discus­ 
sion in the United Nations.” 
He said, in a rather touching attempt at 
American lingo, that America’s refusal to 
take a stand on the matter was “ the most 
unkindest cut of all.” When the votes.were 
tabulated, he added, an abstention had the 
same result as voting against having the 
Security Council discuss the question. 
The effect of this is by no means lost on 
other countries, similar in many ways to 
Tunisia, where we are trying to get results 
with our Point Four program. 
It’s true that for the sake of political and 
military unity in Europe at this time, the 
United States must go along with France. 
But the people of backward countries we 
are helping—many of which have just 
achieved self-determination—may well ques­ 
tion how at the same time we can in effect 
back the French colonial policy. 
Fortunately for us the balance was tipped 
somewhat in our favor by a third event 
which came about without much fanfare or 
public notice, but which nevertheless means 
a great deal in the subject under discussion. 
The Ford Foundation, in announcing it 
had made grants totaling over $22,000,000 
last year for world betterment, disclosed that 
$6,550,000 went to improve the standard of 
living in India, Pakistan, and the Middle 
East. 
That’s money from a private source in the 
United States and it was spent without the 
encumbrances of diplomatic policy. It should 
carry some weight in those countries where 
we need all the weight we can get. Let’s 
hope so.

ABOUT “ MIT SON JOHN" 
An excellent way to discourage motion picture 
producers from making 
pro-American 
pictures 
which will be good entertainment and stir the 
emotions of the audience on a great theme, is to 
kill one such picture of high quality. 
Then the 
accountants and managers of the producing com­ 
panies will say that there is no money in pro- 
American pictures. 
They have no box-office ap­ 
peal. 
Nobody will make another. 
I have observed the slaughter-house job that 
is being done to Leo McCarey’s magnificent pic­ 
ture, “ My Son John.” 
Were it a leg-show affair, 
it would have been advertised with all the raw­ 
ness and raciness of a bacchanalian festival fea­ 
turing the God-givt)! ,r6v man-made pulchritude of 
young womanhood. 
As the star of this picture, however, is Helen 
Mayes, America’s greatest actress, who plays the 
mother of three full-grown men, two of whom are 
in the army, and one in the State Department be­ 
traying his country, no such “ cheese-cake” adver­ 
tising is possible, and therefore what has been 
done appears to me to look like nothing to attract 
attention to its grandeur. 
Someone missed the 
point of it altogether and the picture is missing 
box-office attractiveness. 
Furthermore, the left-wing and so-called liberal 
reviewers condemned the picture, in spite of direc­ 
tion by Leo McCarey, who made “ The Bells of St. 
Mary’s” and “ Going My Way,’r the starring of 
Helen Hayes, Van Heflin and Robert Walker, 
among the best actors in this country. 
It is a 
timely picture, strong in human appeal, powerful 
in evoking emotions—but it is pro-American. 
It seeiRS to be a crime to be pi^-American. It 
used to be, during World War II particularly, that 
pro-American subjects in the movies, on radio, and 
even in magazines were taboo.

ranged by motion picture companies and the OWI, 
were “ message pictures.” 
If the motion picture 
art is ever to grow up, so that it can compete with 
television, it will have to produce pictures that are, 
at least, slightly above the Westerns and the boy- 
meets-girl themes which in the old days filled the 
tills. 
Too muclvis happening in the world today 
for that sort of drivel to appeal to adults. 
If motion pictures then are to be made only 
for teen-agers, parents are entitled to know that 
the product is a decent, patriotic one and not the 
result of slick writers sneaking poisonous phrases 
into silly scenes. 
It is interesting that when a 
picture of the stature of “ My Son John” appears, 
the advertising and publicity personnel worry lest 
it be labelled anti-Communist, or anti-spy. 
They 
prefer to have such a writer as myself refer to it 
as fine entertainment, which it is, omitting, how­ 
ever, reference to its theme. 
The question does arise, Is entertainment all 
that we require of a picture or is it, like the 
theatre, to add something to one’s knowledge and 
wisdom? 
When one sees the outstanding success, 
on the live stage, of “ Don Juan In Hell,” with 
Charles 
Laughton, 
Charles 
Boyer, 
Sir Cedric 
Hardwicke, and Agnes Moorehead, or the amazing 
success of “ Antony and Cleopatra” and “ Caesar 
and Cleopatra,” in which Laurence Olivier and 
Vivien Leigh starred, it is possible to say that 
there is an adult theatre-going audience in this 
country. After all, William Shakespeare and George 
Bernard Shaw still remain the best box-office in 
the theatre. 
Why not in the movies? 
Why is it that man­ 
agement and critics insist that a herring be thrown 
to teen-agers and when an outstanding picture is 
produced that feeds the intellect as well as the 
eye, a combination develops to kill it so that others 
of its kind will not be made? 
Perhaps the fact that “ Quo Vadis” got no 
Oscars points the way. 
This remarkable picture 
preaches a sermon on one of the most noble tales 
in human experience—the conquest of the rotting 
Roman Empire by the word of God. 
“ My Son John” is a motion picture to which 
every American parent can take his children, that 
they may learn to love and serve America.

MORE ABOUT LITTLE STROKES 
When Dr. Walter Alvarez, Mayo Clinic, in the 
second symposium on clinical problems of advanc­ 
ing age, wrote about “ little” strokes, he awakened 
within practicing physicians a new watchfulness 
for these little strokes in our aging men and women. 
The main point about little strokes is that they 
may be forerunners of “ big” strokes and these big 
strokes in many cases may be avoided if the little 
stroke is recognized for what it is. 
Da Alvarez gave the history of a busy business­ 
man who consulted him about his blood pressure 
and the possibility of his having had a stroke. He 
gave the date of the occurrence but his wife re­ 
minded him that his illness started a little earlier 
than the date he mentioned. The man was furious 
with his wife for making this statement but, when 
Dr. Alvarez got the whole story, it was found that 
the man had had five little strokes. 
It might be well to recall the symptoms of a 
little stroke described a few months ago. “ There 
may be a dizzy spell, perhaps with a little nausea 
and vomiting, with later on an impaired sense of 
balance, perhaps a loss of memory, a change of 
character, a loss of the interests in life, a loss of 
joy in it, and a loss of ability to work.” 
' Dr. * Alvarez mentions a number of cases of 
prominent men, active in business, social and char­ 
itable enterprises, who became changed from suf­ 
fering little strokes but who on occasions could 
put up such a reasonable front that the damage by 
the little strokes was not suspected. 
Many a man became too irritable to get along 
with his associates and employes, or may go into 
an agitated depression and walk about the house 
all night. 
What about treatment of these patients who 
have suffered little strokes? 
Dr. Alvarez suggests that one of the best things 
a physician can do is to get the family to realize 
the situation so that they will be more understand­ 
ing and sympathetic. In his opinion, 'doctors do too 
much to these mentally crippled oldsters. They 
should be allowed to do what they please as far as 
mental or physical work is concerned.

Thousands Battle 
Worst Utah Floods 


Salt Lake City, April 29 (A*)— 
Thousands 
of 
workers 
battled 
Utah’s worst flood crisis in his­ 
tory today, attempting to control 
surging streams fed by melting 
snow. 
The flood waters knocked out 
a railroad bridge, ripped out a 
dam, drov e families from their 
homes, blocked highway traffic 
and continued to spread ov er 
farmlands. 
The Utah floods form a patch­ 
work pattern. It’s quite unlike the 
midwest floods where a major riv ­ 
er knocks out ‘ lev ees along miles 
of its course. In Utah, sev eral riv ­ 
ers and creeks are hammering at 
scattered areas. Other regions are 
free of floods. 
Streets in Salt Lake City were 
sandbagged into emergency can­ 
als to carry off the ov erflow from 
sev eral canyons to the east in the 
Wasatch Mountains. 
Spills Ov er Banks 
The Jordan riv er, carrying the 
west side Salt Lake City runoff 
into the Great Salt Lake spilled 
ov er its banks near the Salt Lake 
county fairgrounds. 
“This is the most dangerous 
flood situation the city has ev er 
faced,” said City Engineer Roy 
W. McLeese. 
Weary workers receiv ed one as­ 
sist early today. Temperatures 
dropped in northern Utah and a 
cool wind raced in from the north. 
Officials expect this to ease melt­ 
ing of the state’s record mountain 
snow pack. 
Two major breaks and sev eral 
minor ones in Salt Lake City al­ 
lowed water to spill out of the 
canal running down 13th South 
from Fifth East to the Jordan 
riv er. As a result, a large west 
side section was cov ered with 
water. 
A railroad bridge washed out 
near Prov o.
